Regarding Applicant's argument that Yamagami's cited teachings related to monitoring are seen to relate to underlying content, Examiner 
disagrees. Yamagami Reference teaches the monitoring or querying related to a configuration change of the physical aspects of a 
storage medium (see e.g., [0147] or [0148] for the example of a configuration change as added or removed primary volumes, or added or 
removed mirror volumes). 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Yamagami is not seen to "query a state of the conforming for one of a proper configuration of the first 
or second storage configurations", Yamagami Reference teaches the selection of appropriate mirror volumes for each primary volume 
(see 0133] by querying the system configuration tables (see [0125]-[0131]) wherein appropriate mirror volume represents a proper 
configuration of the second storage configuration which is conformed to the primary volumes (equivalent to the first storage configuration), 
so querying the system configuration tables to find a proper configuration for the mirror volume is interpreted as Applicant's claim 
language. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Yamagami is not seen to disclose "querying a state of mirroring" as relates to determining 
configuration, Yamagami Reference teaches the system configuration systems (see Figs. 3A-3F) and ability to obtain information from 
those tables (see [0125] wherein querying the "in-use" field (see [0145]) to determine whether a mirror volume is used for mirroring is 
interpreted as "querying a state of mirroring" relates to determining configuration because selecting appropriate mirror volume determines 
proper configuration of the mirror storage for the mirroring. 
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
